Uid down in the National platform, c-inuot 
receive the approval of persons who be- 
lieve that there is something more in poll 
lisa than tbe spoils of office. 


"We cannot understand why the Kaput 


licao State Committee should be criticised 
for doing a thing which woa.ld be "per- 
fectly justifiable" in Mr. Newlatida or any 
other member of the Bepubliean.party. It 
it wrong in the one case so it is in the 
other. Bat it ij wrong in neithor. Tbe 
silver plaok in the Republican National 
platform is just us binding npon the Ad 
ministration and the Bepablican members 
of Congress as is the one relating to the 
tariff. The Republican members from the 
silver States went to Washington prepared 
and intending to support them both in good 
faith. They have no iotent'on of repudi- 
ating any portion of the platform nor have 
they been asked to do so by Mr, Newlands 
or the State Committee. It is not expected 
either that they will. • They are asked 
merely to postpone the consideration of the 
Tariff bill until there' is a-snrance that a 
satisfactory silver measure, equally in har- 
mony with the National platform, will be 
adopted. la other words tbey are asked 
to utilize one plank in the platform for the 
support of the other, so lhat neither will 
be broken. This would be. jntifiable both 
as a matter of justice to their constituent;', 
and for the maintenance of the political in- 
tegrity oi the party, by enforcing adher- 
ence to all of the principles enunciated in 
the National platform. The silver mem- 
bers in oanous exhibited no sign of recalci- 
tration in connection with the tariff matter. 
On the contrary they most earnestly mani- 
fested their desire to carry out, ill letter and 
spirit, the entire declaration of the princi- 
ples of their party,-and they are expected 
to see that the one of the greatest interest 
to their oonstitnents is not ignored. To do 
this the most radical means would be justi- 
fiable. It is considered legitimate to fight 
the devil with fire, then why not utilize the 
same element in battling with the mono- 
metallic fiend? Tbe State Committee was 
light. It never adyoaated tho • 'abandon- 
ing of principles" ns charged by the Silver 
State. 
On tho contrary it advocated the 


adoption of a method (or the sustainment 
of the entire platform instead of a pait of 
it. 


A RIGHTEOUS MEASURE. 


The bill reported in Congress last Mon- 


day, relative to alien land owners is a ju- 
dicious, timely and righteous measure. It 
is one that will bs endorsed by three- 
fourths of the citizens of tbe United States 
thronghoat the. Union, and by more than 
nine-tenths 'of those living west of the 
Mississippi river. 
Maoauley wrote years 


ago that tbe stability of tha United States 
Government would never be thoroughly 
tested nntil the public lands were ex- 
hausted, and there were none left open to 
pre-emption by actual settlers. That time 
is not far distant aud the man is DOW vot- 
ing who will probably live to see the day 
when the general government will not own 
an, acre of ground other than that necessary 
for its own purposes in tho matter, of pub- 
lic buiUingd, parks, etc. 
While we do 


cot share the doubt expressed by the emi- 
nent English writer, if there were such 
danger, it would be greatly enhanced, if 
not caused by the alien ownership of ths 
millions npon millions of acres acquired 
during the last (ew years by foreign capi- 
talists and syndicates, and who if not 
checked by counter legislation, will, in a 
(ew more yean gain such a foothold in tha 
country »a to menace if not actually en- 
danger Boms of the most cherished institu- 
tions of the Republic. The possession of 
such vast trects of laud by^our own oili- 
zens is bud euongh, being as it is at vari-; 
ance with sou nil governmental policy aud { 
the theory of all noted political economists ] 
of the nation, but when held by men who 
have no other interest in our country, and 
none whatever with itn institutions or form 
of government, the objection is increased a 
thousand fold. No one not identified with 
the government of the country should be 
vested with title to its soil. The bill that 
has been reported although :radical in its 
provision?, is not more so than the circum- 
stances and exigencies of the times de- 
mand, and if developed into a law will 
prove the most wholesome cue that has 
been enacted in the last decade of years.
